THE INCREASE IS COMPARATIVELY SLIGHT. 
Dr’ H. K. Carroll, who has for many years, tabulated 
the increase or decrease among the various religions operat- 
ing in the United States, has made his report for 1925.. 
He.credits al! religions fn our country with an increase 
of 8006, 600, of which 203,990 were Catholics. Of course, we 
do not understand where he procures his Catholic statistics, 
because there is no general census gathered, and the Catho- 
lic clergy do not report to him. But let us discount. the 
Catholie growth, and we have in round numbers an increase 
of 600,000 among several hundred Protestant bodies. He 
tells us-that there are in the United States 216,000 min- 
isters. Assuming that he includes Catholic priests among 
these, let us deduct the Catholic clergy in charge of parish 
work, “and there will be in round numbers 200,000 Protes- 
tant ministers. The natural increase in families belonging 
to the Protestant bodies should produce the 600,000 gain 
credited to the Protestants. But let us assume that the 
total 600,000 members were converts, and the number 
would represent only three converts for each minister. The 
showing would not even be this good, because, in addition to 
the 200,000 ministers, there are more than 500,000 Sunday 
School teachers and missioners, including Y. M..C. A., Y. 
W. C. A, secretaries, etc. In other words, there are more 
religious workers than there were accessions to the church. 
People are received into the Protestant churches with con- 
siderable ease, without having to combat any special oppo- 
sition, without assuming any heavy religious obligations, 
yet the increase in memhership in the churches does not 
represent one person to. eac z zealous religi ous worker.
